£45,000 in 

phone con 

Bank says they are not due any compensation 


ADAM CARE and 
ANNA SAVVA 

A FAMILY left “devastated” 
after fraudsters conned them 
out of a five-figure sum are 
not due any compensation, 
says their bank. 

Mark and Angela Coe, from 
Wilburton, were the victims 
of a sophisticated ‘phish¬ 
ing’ scam, which saw thieves 
impersonate their bank and 
clean out their joint account. 

They also took money from 
an account shared between 
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Mrs Coe and her 80-year-old 
mother Doreen Kent, making 
off with over £45,000 on De¬ 
cember 21. 

Mr Coe, a project engineer, 
said: “It has been the most 
horrendous Christmas, and I 
don’t know what to do. 

“But it has totally turned 
Christmas upside down for 
my mother-in-law, she’s 80 
years old and it’s her life sav¬ 


ings. 

The fraudsters sent a text to 
Mrs Coe claiming her account 
had been hacked, which ap¬ 
peared identical to the legiti¬ 
mate weekly balance updates 
she receives from Santander. 

When she called the num¬ 
ber on the text the person who 
answered had access to all her 
account details and transac¬ 
tion history, and tricked her 
into handing over her private 
security information.

A FORMER railwayman 
who helped steam trains 
pass safely through the 
Cambridgeshire fens is 
approaching his 100th 
birthday.

His job included 
clambering up poles to take 
down the oil lamps used as 
signals on the line, which ran 
between Norwich and London. 

He said: "Like the Queen 
I've had a bad cold, but 
I'm looking forward to my 
birthday."

Mayor seeking 
views on lights 


THE Mayor of Ely, Ian Lind¬ 
say, does not believe enough 
is being done to tackle dim 
street lighting in the city and 
is taking the matter into his 
own hands. 

As reported in Ely News 
last month, WI members ex¬ 
pressed concerns about the 
effect of the Cambridgeshire 
County Council street light¬ 
ing decisions on the quality 
of lighting in Ely. 

Following complaints, the 
mayor says he will be press¬ 
ing for the level of lighting to 
be rectified “as a matter of 
urgency”. 

“Initially we will be hold¬ 
ing a joint meeting on site 
with our local county coun¬ 
cillors, district councillors, 
officers from the county 
council and representatives 
from Balfour Beatty to as¬ 
sess what has gone wrong 
with the lighting on Back 
Hill,” he said. “This will be

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done early in the New Year, 
and we have already started 
to collate the concerns of 
residents with other streets, 
particularly related to pool¬ 
ing of light and dark areas as 
a consequence of lights hav¬ 
ing been removed as part of 
the contract. 

“Now that lights will not 
be dimmed as originally an¬ 
ticipated, and lights will not 
be switched off in the small 
hours, our next step will 
be to reassess the lighting 
throughout the city. 

“Where problems persist 
we will look at ways of miti¬ 
gating them.” 

He also urged anyone with 
worries about the lighting in 
their area to contact the City 
of Ely Council directly. 

Following public back¬ 


lash, the county council re¬ 
versed its decision to switch 
off and dim street lights 
across Cambridgeshire, but 
some say the reversal is fi¬ 
nancially unsustainable. 

County councillor Ed 
Cearns welcomed the switch 
on, but took a hard line on 
the decision. 

“I think they are all back 
on,” he said. “But there is al¬ 
ways a cost. I think we would 
be more interested in taking 
it out of a rise in council tax. 
If people want services to be 
maintained we are going to 
have to pay more. 

“If people are not willing 
to do that, we will lose ser¬ 
vices that are not statutory.”

Mr Coe said: “They 
had access to abso¬ 
lutely everything, 
they told her of her 
direct debits going 
out, what was going 
in, absolutely every¬ 
thing. 

“They moved mon¬ 
ey from her mum’s ac¬ 
count into ours, then 
used our account as a 
holding account and 
siphoned while she 
was on the phone all 
of the funds out of the 
account. 

“They took it in nu¬ 
merations of 17,000, 
15,000, 5,000, so they 
varied the amount 
they were taking out.” 

Mrs Kent, who lives 
in Cambridge, said it 
had spoiled her whole 
Christmas. She said: 
“I couldn’t give any¬ 
thing to the grand¬ 
children, and it made 
the most miserable 
Christmas for Angie, 
as she felt so guilty. 

A spokeswoman 
for Santander said 
although they were 
very sympathetic to 
Mr and Mrs Coe’s 
situation, they were 


not liable because 
scammers imperson¬ 
ated its security team 
leading Mrs Coe to 
mistrust genuine 
bank staff who con¬ 
tacted her. 

She said: “Mrs Coe 
called the number 
included in the mes¬ 
sage (which was not 
a Santander number) 
and was socially engi¬ 
neered in to revealing 
some sensitive bank¬ 
ing information. 

“As a result of this, 
the fraudsters were 
able to access the cus¬ 
tomer’s online bank¬ 
ing and make multi¬ 
ple payments. 

“Santander identi¬ 
fied the payments as 
suspect and sent a 
text message to the 
customer’s registered 
mobile, upon which 
the customer con¬ 
firmed the payment 
as genuine, which 
allowed the fraud¬ 
ster to make further 
payments. We there¬ 
fore cannot accept 
any responsibility for 
the losses on this ac¬ 
count.”

Novel success 
for city author 


A SELF-styled “nervous nov¬ 
ice” author has been short¬ 
listed for a major national 
award for his debut novel. 

Francis Spufford has been 
named as the winner of the 
2016 Costa First Novel Award 
for his historical debut Gold¬ 
en Hill. 

Set in 18th-century New 
York it was written over three 
years in a Cambridge cafe. 

Mr Spufford, who lives in 
Ely with his wife, the Rev Dr 
lessica Martin, told the News 
the novel originally began 
life as an idea for a history 
book. 

“I read one sentence of 
a history book saying New 
York beat England at cricket 
in 1752, and I thought why 
don’t the Americans still play 
cricket? Why are they the 
only ex-British colony not to 
keep it up?” he said. 

“I thought you could write 
a whole history about how 
they split, but I don’t know 
very much about baseball or 
cricket, but I realised there 
was a wider story here.” 

The book, which was 
called “captivating and daz- 
zlingly original” by the Costa 
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judges, tells the story of a 
young man from Eondon 
who arrives in 1746 Manhat¬ 
tan with a mysterious order 
for a thousand pounds in his 
pocket he wishes to cash. 

Born in Cambridge, Spuf¬ 
ford read literature at Trin¬ 
ity Hall, and now teaches at 
Goldsmiths College. 

The award-winning writer 
of five works of non-fiction, 
he lived in Duxford before 
moving to Ely, where Dr 
Martin is a a residentiary 
canon at Ely Cathedral. 

The book was selected 
for the award, which comes 
with a £5,000 prize, from a 
shortlist of 114 debut novels, 
and will now go up against 
four other titles for the Costa 
Book of the Year award. 

Mr Spufford said: “I am still 
fundamentally gobsmacked 
to have won, since I am very 
old as first-time novelists go. 

“I am a hardened old 
writer, but a nervous novice 
when it comes to fiction. 

“My ambitions were just 


I should not make a fool 
of myself, so I think I have 
achieved that now!” 

However he already has 
plans for his next novel. 

He said: “I have resisted 
the temptation to go back to 
my comfort zone so I have 
another novel on the go, but 
this is not historical - it goes 
from the middle of the 20th 
century right through to now 
in south London, so it will 
be very different indeed to 
Golden Hill, but I have al¬ 
ways liked changing the sub¬ 
ject.” 

He will now compete 
against the winners of the 
novel, biography, poetry and 
children’s book categories 
for the overall prize, with the 
winner announced at a cer¬ 
emony in London on Janu¬ 
ary 31. 

“It will be an evening of 
desperate suspense”, he said. 

“But I am amazed to have 
got this far, and I am very 
happy with this.”

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31 January: Tax 
deadlines looming

It is common for some to 
over-indulge a little over the 
Christmas period, especially when 
relaxing in the company of family 
and friends. Whether you spent 
a little too much on presents, or 
had too much to eat or drink, 
January is traditionally a time 
for resolutions and cutting down. 

For those resolving to get their 
financial affairs in order, January sees 
two important deadlines concerning 
tax. 31 st of January is the deadline 
for, both, submission of 2016 
tax return and also for payment of any 
outstanding tax for the year. 

Late submission of the tax return 
will incur a minimum penalty of 
£100, rising if the delay continues. 
If you have a reasonable excuse, 
then HMRC can waive the 
penalty. In the past, HMRC have 
judged the following not to 
be reasonable: 

• My tax return was on my yacht, 
which caught fire. 

• My wife helps me with my 
tax return, but she had 
a headache for ten days. 

• My dog ate my tax return... 
and all of the reminders.

JANUARY 

■ Police urged Ely driv¬ 
ers to kill their speed 
after mud-caked road 
conditions led to five ac¬ 
cidents in just 24 hours. 
Numerous motorists 
complained to Ely News 
about thick mud being 
left on the roads between 
Ely and Mepal. Police 
sent messages to local 
farmers to stop mud be¬ 
ing carried by agricultural 
vehicles onto the roads. 

■ Cambridgeshire Coun¬ 
ty Council voted to save 
the jobs of lollipop men 
and women by scrap¬ 
ping proposals to remove 
school crossings patrols 
from budget cuts. The 
news came after parish 
councils, community 
groups and concerned 
parents voiced objections 
to the plans. 

■ A “seriously disturbed 
man” who brutally at¬ 
tacked author James 
Runcie in Ely in broad 
daylight was sentenced 
to 24 weeks in prison at 
Cambridge Magistrates’ 
Court. Todd Germeney, of 
Witchford, pleaded guilty 
to the unprovoked as¬ 
sault as well as a number 
of other offences, includ¬ 
ing affray, causing harass¬ 
ment and possession of 
drugs. 

FEBRUARY 

■ Friends and family of a 
terminally ill Soham man 
launched a fundraising 
campaign to support his 
partner and young chil¬ 
dren. Gary Hartley, 54, 
who suffered with bowl 
and stomach cancer was 
given days to live before 
he passed away, prompt¬ 
ing people to raise over 
£1,600 for his partner 
Shelly, 44, and three chil¬ 
dren Hannah, Jake and 
Olivia, who were all un¬ 
der the age of 10. 

■ Half of Ely’s public 
toilets closed in a bid to 
save money. East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District 
Council earmarked sites 
on Barton Road, Sac¬ 
rist Gate and Newnham 
Street for closure, while 
facilities on Palace Green, 
Ship Lane and The clois¬ 
ters were saved from the 
axe. 

■ Plans to redevelop a 
dated retail and office 
block on Ely’s High Street 
were revealed following 
public feedback. Ran- 
nerlow Property spent 
months redeveloping de¬ 
signs for the 60’s building 
after Ely residents and 
businesses criticised the 
company’s original de¬ 
signs as ‘bulky’ and not 
in keeping with the rest 
of the High Street. The 
refurb will see 12 new 
apartments and a smart 


new facade enveloping 
the building on Market 
Place. 

MARCH 

■ An Ely police officer 
urged residents to be 
extra careful after he 
was nearly conned out 
of £45,000 in a phish¬ 
ing scam. Phishing is 
the fraudulent practice 
of sending messages 
purporting to be from 
reputable companies in 
order to get people to 
reveal account details. 
Sgt Jon Hiron received 
a text purporting to be 
from Barclays bank, say¬ 
ing someone was making 
fraudulent payments at 
the Apple Online Store in 
his name. 

■ A businesswoman was 
left disgusted after find¬ 
ing what she believed 
was human excrement on 


benches outside her cafe 
in Ely. Penny Williams, 
who runs 3at3 was un¬ 
able to discover the cul¬ 
prit because CCTV cam¬ 
eras in Three Cups Walk 
had been out of order for 
more than 18 months. 

■ A cafe in Ely was fined 
£2,500 and given a food 
hygiene rating of zero 
after an inspector found 
slug trails on the floor 
and out of date food in 
the kitchen. Owner of the 
sandwich bar Lunchbox 
admitted breaching 10 
food safety regulations 
but assured customers 
that there was nothing to 
worry about as they had 
made improvements. 

APRIL 

■ Homes in Ely were sell¬ 
ing within hours of going 
on the market and fetch¬ 
ing thousands of pounds 


over the asking price. 
Estate agents confirmed 
the boom, as the Sunday 
Times listed Ely as one of 
the UK’s top cities to buy 
property. 

■ An Ely mum was of¬ 
fered almost £3,000 in 
compensation after her 
13-year-old son was 
burned by hot soup at 
Sainsbury’s. Bruce, who 
is autistic, was scalded by 
the tomato soup when a 
waiter accidentally split 
it down his shoulder, arm 
and thigh and the super¬ 
market had no cold water 
facilities to treat her him 
on site. 

MAY 

■ A major investigation 
was launched after a sev¬ 
ered head was found in a 
skip at a quarry near Ely. 
A worker at the Me¬ 
pal quarry in Block Fen 
Drove made the grim 
discovery. Police believe 
the male head could have 
been lodged in a nearby 
bridge for 10 years fol¬ 
lowing a rail suicide, be¬ 
fore coming loose when 
the structure was cleaned 
and was carried away in 
landfill rubble. 

■ A four-year-old-boy 
was hailed a hero after he 
raised the alarm when he 
heard an elderly neigh¬ 
bour call for help in the 
middle of the night. Max 
Wilson’s quick actions 
prompted his mum to 
call 999 and go to the aid 
of the lady next door who 
lived alone and who had 
fallen at the top of her 
stairs. Police broke down 
the door and she was 


taken to Adenbrooke’s for 
treatment. 

JUNE 

■ The family of a popu¬ 
lar shop worker who was 
killed when the car she 
was driving crashed into 
a river said they would 
remember her with noth¬ 
ing but the fondest of 
memories. Tina Keys, 
41, who lived in Pymoor 
and worked in Iceland in 
Ely, was driving a black 
Honda Civic when the 
vehicle left the road at the 
Sixteen Foot Drain, near 
Christchurch. 

■ Community leaders 
in East Cambridgeshire 
called on residents of 
all nationalities to unite 
and look to the future fol¬ 
lowing the vote for Brit¬ 
ain to leave the EU. The 
Bishop of Ely, Stephen 
Conway, Lucy Frazer MP 
and council leader James 
Palmer urged residents 
to remain positive in the 
face of division between 
people in the yes and no 
camps. 

JULY 

■ Police launched a 
search for a hit-and-run 
driver whose car struck 
a popular footballer who 
was changing a flat tyre 
for his friend. Shaun 
Whiter, 27, who played 
for Newmarket Town, 
had to have both his legs 
amputated at the knee 
after the Ford Focus 
ploughed into him. His 
best friend, Soham player 
Joey Abbs also sustained 
major muscle damage 
to his legs. Jan Adamec, 
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the news headlines in 2016

40, of Shetland Road, 
Haverhill, later faced 
two charges of causing 
serious injury by dan¬ 
gerous driving. He was 
given a maximum five 
year sentence, reduced 
to 40 months for plead¬ 
ing guilty. Following 
the incident thousands 
of friends and well- 
wishers rallied behind 
the men to raise nearly 
£100,000 in support. 

AUGUST 

■ A controversial plan 
for new homes to be 
built on Barton Road 
car park got the go- 
ahead. The news came 
despite 150 letters of 
objection being lodged 
by residents, The City of 
Ely Council and the dis¬ 
trict council’s own con¬ 
servation officers. 

■ A plea was made to 
put the brakes on boy 
racers. Ely residents 
asked police to do 
something about boy 
racers causing a night 
time nuisance in the 
city, with some claim¬ 
ing that their lives were 


being made a misery 
and people’s lives were 
being put in danger by 
drivers using certain 
areas of the city as race 
tracks. In response of¬ 
ficers said they were 
carrying out patrols and 


offering words of advice 
to motorists. 

SEPTEMBER 

■ Sections of public 
footpaths in Ely were 
deemed to be unlaw¬ 
fully closed by Network 


Rail, sparking anger 
from the Open Spaces 
Society. The company 
admitted to not follow¬ 
ing due process in clos¬ 
ing the pathways. Net¬ 
work Rail is still carrying 
out consultations on 


the potential closures of 
path crossings. 

OCTOBER 

■ A Neo-Nazi rally 
sparked outrage among 
civil rights groups when 
it took place in Hadden- 
ham. Police launched 
an investigation into 
the event under the 
grounds it incited racial 
hatred. The weekend 
saw more than 300 skin¬ 
head Nazis from around 
Europe gather to camp 
for two days and take 
part in a rave which 
saw them filmed sing¬ 
ing about Jews and per¬ 
forming Nazi salutes. 

NOVEMBER 

■ East Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s local 
plan for the building of 
11,400 new homes and 
creating 6,900 new jobs 
went out for public con¬ 
sultation. Empty fields 
to the north east of Ely 
have been earmarked 
for development. Feed¬ 
back is scheduled to 
take place between 
January 10 to February 


20 with residents be¬ 
ing encouraged to have 
their say. 

DECEMBER 

■ A Wicken couple were 
left disgusted after they 
received a £70 parking 
fine. They had been as¬ 
sisting a disabled neigh¬ 


bour on a shopping trip 
to supermarket chain 
Aldi. The supermarket’s 
car park operator Park¬ 
ing Eye later dropped 
the fine, issued because 
they parked up for 1 
hour 38 minutes, eight 
minutes longer than al¬ 
lowed.

We need to look 
after community 

I WRITE regarding Mr Wakefield's 
letter about Haddenham Community 
Land Trust (CLT) (Letters 15/12/16). 

I would like to correct his assertion 
that the Stretham surgery element of 
the Stretham CLT scheme is no longer 
required. It is still very much needed, 
but NHS England has refused to let 
it go ahead as it "doesn't fit with the 


strategic plan". 

The fact that the population is 
growing and the demand increasing, 
with Haddenham surgery having 
insufficient room, and the Stretham 
branch barely adequate does not 
seem to influence the Health Service 
planners. That the proposed build 
involves little capital from the NHS 
and a modest increase in revenue 
costs seems have been unimportant. 
Neighbouring practices are also 
under strain with no spare capacity. 

It seems that the organisational 
structure, driven by edicts from 
central government, is more 
important than provision of the 
services that patients need. 

On the issue of Land Trusts and 
local council development initiatives 
- who would you have - an 
exploiting developer which couldn't 
care less about social responsibility, 
crams in lots of indifferent housing 
and runs off with the profit or a 
method of some local control that 
keeps some assets in the community? 
Jubilee Gardens nearly had houses 
on - was that a waste or an asset for 
all in the future? 

As for percentages of social 
housing check what proportion the 
developers felt they could "afford" in 
the northern Ely development.

Baking star boosts passenger numbers 


MORE people visited the 
UK's quietest train station on 
Christmas Eve than in the last 
12 months, thanks to a sweet 
offer from a Bake Off star. 

Ian Cumming, who starred 
in the 2015 series of the hit 
show, encouraged people on 
Twitter to go to Shippea Hill 


station after it was named 
the quietest in the country. 

To entice them along he 
took a batch of homemade 
mince pies, baked in his 
Great Wilbraham kitchen. 

A total of 16 people 
boarded the 7am train from 
Cambridge, the only one of 


the day, and arrived at the 
station at 7.25am. 

After getting off the train, 
the baking star was greeted 
by a welcome party with a 
banner. 

The station had only 12 
people entering and leaving 
the station during 2015/16. 


A ROOKIE prison officer who 
became infatuated with a 
murderer serving a life term 
on her wing has been spared 
jail for a second time. 

Hayley Youngman, 21, fell 
for killer Lerone Boye during 
her first couple of weeks in 
the job at high security HMP 
Whitemoor. 

She gave in to his requests 
for her to smuggle illicit items 
into the prison, near March. 

However, despite admitting 
misconduct and conveying il¬ 
legal articles into prison, she 
was given a suspended prison 
sentence in October. 

On Wednesday December 
21, she was back before a 
court after a request by attor¬ 
ney general Jeremy Wright QC 
for her to now be locked up. 

But Youngman, of West 
Fen Road, Ely, was spared 
jail again by Court of Appeal 
judges in London. 

Giving judgment, Lady 
Justice Rafferty said Young- 
man’s mitigation justified the 
Crown Court judge’s decision 
not to jail her.

Ms Youngman’s relative in¬ 
experience was a deciding 
factor in Justice Rafferty’s de¬ 
cision. 

She was very young and 
had been left working alone 
on a Class A wing overnight 
after only six weeks training, 
the court was told. 

The court also heard that 
she was in a “vulnerable” po¬ 
sition and, having given in to 
his requests once, she was in 
a “quite hopeless situation”, 
trapped by a lifer with noth¬ 
ing more to lose. 

It was claimed that her big¬ 
gest mistake was in not go¬ 
ing straight to her managers 
when Boye made his first re¬ 
quest for a mobile phone. 

Lawyers representing the 
attorney general argued that 
to suspend Youngman’s one- 
year sentence was wrong. 

They added that an imme¬ 
diate prison term was neces¬ 


sary to deter others from sim¬ 
ilar offending in the future. 

Lady Justice Rafferty, sit¬ 
ting with Mr Justice Wyn Wil¬ 
liams and Mr Justice Morris, 
said the sentencing judge 
had been careful in deciding 
Youngman’s punishment. 

“The result of his reasoning 
might be described by some 
as lenient, but it is equally de- 
scribable as wise, long-sight¬ 
ed and brave,” she said. 

Closing her judgement she 
added: “We decline to de¬ 
scribe it as unduly lenient and 
this appeal is dismissed.” 

In October, Youngman 
pleaded guilty to two counts 
of misconduct and the court 
heard how she smuggled 
synthetic cannabis, mobile 
phones and SIM cards into 
the March prison. 

She was ordered to do 300 
hours of community service 
by the judge.

Drop in mobile 
phone fines 


A SUBSTANTIAL drop in 
the number of drivers being 
prosecuted for using mobile 
phones in Cambridgeshire is 
sending out the wrong mes¬ 
sage, a motoring organisa¬ 
tion has warned. 

The alert comes after fig¬ 
ures, released by police to the 
News under Freedom of In¬ 
formation laws, revealed big 
reductions in drivers being 
fined, prosecuted and offered 
retraining courses across the 
county. 

In 2015, 359 drivers faced 
court appearances for us¬ 
ing phones while driving in 
Cambridgeshire, compared 
with 81 last year - a reduction 
of 77 per cent. 

A total of 341 drivers were 
ultimately fined for the of¬ 
fence in 2015, compared with 
just 129 last year, a 62 per 
cent drop. 

And driving retraining 
courses were completed by 
1,559 motorists in 2015. Last 
year it was down 67 per cent 
at just 507. 

The police figures for last

year only covered up to Sep¬ 
tember, so the final numbers 
will change. 

But regardless of this, mo¬ 
toring organisation the RAC 
says the huge drop in pros¬ 
ecutions is sending the mes¬ 
sage to many drivers that they 
are unlikely to be caught, be¬ 
cause the offence of using a 
phone while driving relies on 
the physical presence of an 
officer to be detected. 

RAC spokesman Rod Den¬ 
nis told the News : “The pic¬ 
ture of a declining number 
of drivers getting stopped 
for using a phone illegally in 
Cambridgeshire is sadly one 
that is replicated across the 
country. 

“While forces do use other 
means when catching mo¬ 
torists, notably issuing Traffic 
Offence Reports, there are to¬ 
day fewer full-time roads po¬ 
licing officers patrolling our 
roads than there were just a 
few years ago. 


“Research for the RAC Re¬ 
port on Motoring highlighted 
how handheld mobile phone 
use has reached epidemic 
levels.” 

Under tougher rules ex¬ 
pected to come in this year, 
drivers caught using their 
phones at the wheel will get 
six points on their licence - 
and on-the-spot fines will be 
doubled from £100 to £200. 

Cambridgeshire police 
refused to comment spe¬ 
cifically on the figures, but a 
spokesman said: “Those who 
use a mobile phone while 
driving put other people’s 
lives at risk as well as their 
own. Driving while using a 
mobile phone is one of the 
‘fatal four’ causes of serious 
collisions, as well as driving 
without a seatbelt, speeding 
and drink or drug driving. 

“Studies have shown that 
being distracted by a mobile 
phone is as dangerous as be¬ 
ing over the drink drive-limit. 
Our advice is to turn your 
phone off when you’re driv¬ 
ing.”

Dog owner saves her 
pet from drowning

A DOG owner has spoken of her des¬ 
perate attempt to save her pet from 
drowning in a river sluice. 

The drama began just after 2.30pm 
on December 19, when charity shop 
manager Elizabeth Robertson re¬ 
turned to her Prickwillow home. 
She immediately sensed something 
was wrong when she saw people out 
shooting on adjacent farmland. 

Her 10-year-old collie Dash was 
known to be frightened of the gun¬ 
shots from regular game shoots 
around their home near Lark Bank. 

“I knew that meant trouble because 
she panics when they are about,” re¬ 
called Elizabeth, 53. “She normally 
hides herself in the house but on 
this occasion when I got home I very 
quickly realised that she was missing. 
So I started to search for her. I called 
my husband Bill and he came home 
from work to help me.” 

The couple searched in vain until it 
got dark then went home to get torch¬ 
es. While Bill went to ask in the village 
Elizabeth ventured out on her own to 
continue the search. 



Knowing Dash wouldn’t go further 
than the railway line and river she 
headed to the field towards the river 
sluice gates and pumping station. 

“I thought I’d better search there 
in case there was an animal in the 
water... I thought she may have 
drowned,” she said. “But at the same 
time I called for her, and as I called I 
heard a couple of splashes. I thought 


‘oh my God she’s there somewhere’.” 

Prising open a manhole cover and 
shining in a light she saw Dash splash¬ 
ing around in the 4.5 metre deep wa¬ 
ter, clinging on in the dark. 

“I called my husband and 999 and 
as soon as my husband arrived. I said 
‘I am going to go down there and try 
and hold her so I can keep her head 
above water if nothing else’. I am not 
the fittest person, but I managed to 
wedge myself on a couple of sort of 
lips and she was laying there with her 
paw over a little bar and her head rest¬ 
ing on another.” 

Firefighters arrived at the scene at 
5.55pm and using a nine-metre high 
ladder to access the sluice gate, threw 
a line and life jacket down to the pair 
before entering the water. 

“She’s scared of everyone but when 
the rescuer got her out of the water 
my husband said when they got to the 
top, as she was laying in his arms, she 
licked him,” said Elizabeth. Adding: I 
told Dash: ‘you’ve used all your lives 
up now, you got to be careful.’”

AN accounts assistant 
who plundered more 
than £27,000 of her cli¬ 
ent’s funds at the ac¬ 
countancy firm where 
she worked has been giv¬ 
en a suspended prison 
sentence. 

Caroline Newell, 47, 
had debts and had been 
in an abusive relation¬ 
ship, Cambridge Crown 
Court was told. 

Newell, of Witcham 
Road, Mepal, admitted 
fraud by abuse of posi¬ 
tion and was sentenced 
to 14 months’ imprison¬ 
ment, suspended for 18 
months, and 30 days of 
rehabilitation. 

fudge Gareth Hawkes- 
worth told her that the 
offence was serious 
enough to cross the cus¬ 
tody threshold. 

“It is quite clear from 
reading the report that 
you have had significant 
health problems in re¬ 


cent years which were 
obviously not of your 
own making, no doubt 
exacerbated by the con¬ 
duct of your former 
partner towards you,” he 
said. 

Gemma Stokes, pros¬ 
ecuting, said Newell had 
worked for Pro-Edge Ac¬ 
counting and her job 
involved looking after a 
particular client. 

She had been made re¬ 
dundant in fuly this year 
with a £4,000 redundan¬ 
cy payment. 

Miss Stokes said: “Af¬ 
ter she left discrepancies 
were found in the ac¬ 
counts.” 

The court heard Newell 
paid the money into the 
bank accounts of family 
members, which they did 
not have access to, and 
then moved it around. 

She had taken a total of 
£27,370. 

Miss Stokes said New¬ 
ell had stopped taking 
the money when she en¬ 
tered into an Individual 


Voluntary Arrangement 
(IVA) over her debts. 

Newell told investiga¬ 
tors her husband had 
run up debts when he 
left her. 

Miss Stokes said it 
cost Newell’s former em¬ 
ployer more than £4,000 
in staff time and profes¬ 
sional support to deal 
with the matter and that 
it had also suffered dam¬ 
age to its reputation. 

Mark Shelley, mitigat¬ 
ing, said the mother of 
two adult children was 
living on benefits and did 
not have any other ac¬ 
counts or income. 

He said Newell had 
no previous convictions 
and had made full ad¬ 
missions over the fraud 
which ended when she 
took out the IVA, and he 
referred to medical re¬ 
ports which had been 
handed in to the court. 

Newell’s finances will 
now be investigated 
under the Proceeds of 
Crime Act.

Let’s talk about money 


DID you have to do the wash¬ 
ing up to earn pocket money 
as a child, or tidy your bed¬ 
room? While many adults 
have memories of scrubbing 
pans or vacuuming to get 
weekly handouts from their 
parents, it seems many chil¬ 
dren nowadays do not have 
much experience of “earning” 
cash. 

More than one in four (27%) 
parents of children aged under 
12 do not give their children 
pocket money or financial re¬ 
wards for carrying out house¬ 
hold chores, according to new 
research. The survey, from the 
Financial Services Compensa¬ 
tion Scheme (FSCS), reveals 
that only half (50%) of parents 
pay their child regular pocket 
money. 

And many of those who 
do give their children regu¬ 
lar handouts do not give their 
child free rein to spend the 
cash how they like. More than 
half (54%) of parents who give 


pocket money are concerned 
their child would simply buy 
chocolate and sweets if they 
could spend the money how 
they liked, while more than 
a third (37%) say their child 
would buy something they 
don’t really need. 

Yet, as with setting children 
chores so they can earn their 
pocket money, allowing your 
child to have a small amount 
of money to spend how they 
like - even if this leads to 
them making mistakes - can 
help them build experience 
of handling money. They 
may even avoid making big¬ 
ger financial mistakes when 
they’re older as a result. 

Rather than raiding their 
whole piggy bank, a small 
portion of cash could be set 
aside for a child to spend how 
they like, which could help 
them learn how to set a budg¬ 
et and stick to it. 

Nearly a third (31%) of par¬ 
ents say they tend to influence 


what their child buys with 
their pocket money, and 24% 
encourage them to save for a 
larger purchase. But nearly 
four-fifths (79%) of parents 
agreed that if children can 
engage with money from a 
young age, it would help them 
learn and appreciate its value. 

Mark Oakes, head of com¬ 
munications at the FSCS, 
which protects savers if their 
bank or building society goes 
bust, says: “It is a parent’s 
choice how they want to get 
their child thinking about 
money, but giving them a little 
sum of their own to manage is 
a great way to start. 

“They aren’t going to get 
it right every time, but chil¬ 
dren need to be given the op¬ 
portunity to make their own 
mistakes and learn for them¬ 
selves.” 

Meanwhile, separate re¬ 
search suggests many chil¬ 
dren aren’t confident about 
their money skills. Just over 


half (55%) of children aged 
between seven and 15 years 
old worry about their lack of 
financial knowledge, a survey 
from NatWest has found. 

The study, for NatWest’s 
MoneySense financial educa¬ 
tion programme, found more 
than two-fifths (41%) of par¬ 
ents don’t talk about money 
management at all with their 
children. 

Gaps in parents’ financial 
knowledge may explain the 
reluctance of some to talk 
about money. More than a 
quarter of parents (28%) wor¬ 
ry about their children asking 
them questions about money 
that they themselves can’t an¬ 
swer. 

Yet nearly two thirds (62%) 
of parents also worry their 
child will grow up without a 
good grasp of managing mon¬ 
ey. So perhaps now’s the time 
to sit down and start having 
those important money con¬ 
versations.

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Make your garden pH-antastic 


AS the ground becomes un¬ 
workable, sit back with a 
notepad and plan a new veg¬ 
etable plot for the New Year. 
Hannah Stephenson looks at 
the veg you can grow together 
and the importance of crop 
rotation... 

Creating a vegetable patch, 
whether on a large piece of 
ground or within a smaller 
raised bed, can bring rich re¬ 
wards if you plan carefully. 

Growing compatible crops 
together is likely to reap rich¬ 
er harvests, while not treading 
soil from one bed to another 
and keeping your tools clean 
between use will help keep 
soil healthy and reduce the 
likelihood of the spread of 
pests and diseases. 

The idea behind crop rota¬ 
tion is that you avoid planting 
the same crop in the same bit 
of ground more than one year 
in four to stop root diseases 
building up and to make the 
most of resources such as ma¬ 


nure, which is only needed 
for certain crops but not for 
others (like root crops). 

Crops which can be grown 
together include legumes 
(peas and beans), comprising 
peas and broad, French and 
runner beans; the onion fam¬ 
ily, including garlic, leeks, 
onions, shallots and spring 
onions; roots and tubers, in¬ 
cluding carrots, parsnips, 
beetroot, potatoes and toma¬ 
toes; and brassicas (cabbage 
family), featuring Brussels 
sprouts, cabbages, Chinese 
greens, pak choi, radish, cau¬ 
liflowers, swedes and turnips. 

Green veg which require 
regular watering can be 
separated from less thirsty 
root crops, lettuces are often 
grown with cabbage family 
crops as they need organic 
matter, nitrogen fertiliser and 
regular watering. Perennial 
veg like rhubarb and aspara¬ 
gus are best kept out of crop 
rotation beds. 


Squeeze quick-growing 
crops of lettuce and other 
salad leaves wherever they 
will fit, using them as a catch 
crop between slower-growing 
types such as winter brassi¬ 
cas. 

By swapping the main 
groups of vegetables around 
in a regular order, you can 
make best use of the nutrients 
in the soil because different 
crops need different amounts 
of nutrients. 

If you’re starting a new plot 
or creating raised vegetable 
beds, prepare the ground thor¬ 
oughly, digging to break up 
compacted soil and weeding 
thoroughly. Then add bulky 
organic matter before planting 
season starts. It may be bet¬ 
ter to do this in spring, using 
compost as a surface mulch. 

If you have an existing veg¬ 
etable plot, dig it over each 
winter, inverting lumps of 
soil to bury annual weeds, 
but leave the clods intact. 


Frost and rain will break them 
down and leave a crumbly 
soil by spring. On light, sandy 
soils, wait until spring before 
digging. Sandy soils may also 
need liming regularly to give 
them a neutral pH. If in doubt, 
buy a soil tester to test the pH 
of your soil. 

The four-year rotation is a 
good technique which is easy 
to plan. Divide your plot into 
four separate sections if you 
have space, and then operate 
a four-year rotation on each. 

On smaller plots, conven¬ 
tional crop rotation is not 
practical, so just aim not to 
grow the same crop on the 
same patch of ground any 
more often than you need to. 
Separate the main crop groups 
as far as possible. Grow pota¬ 
toes, onions and the cabbage 
family on a different area 
each year and fit other crops 
around them. Make sure you 
keep a yearly plan as to what 
you have grown where.

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Five tips for better storage 



CREATIVE USE OF SPACE: You can make storage a feature if you know how 


IF finding room for last year’s 
Christmas presents is proving to 
be a difficult task, check out these 
ideas for increasing your home’s 
storage space... 

1. One room where storage is es¬ 
sential is the bedroom. 

While many of us dream of a walk- 
in wardrobe, most homes don’t 
have space for one. 

The next best thing is built-in 
wardrobes, as they provide acres of 
space and are a more flexible storage 
solution than freestanding ward¬ 
robes. Fitted storage is particularly 
useful in awkwardly shaped rooms, 
such as loft bedrooms, where built- 
in wardrobes can make the most of 
the space, especially in the eaves. 
They are usually made to measure, 
so all the available space is used, 
and the interiors can be customised 
with drawers, shelves and hanging 
rails, etc, depending on your needs. 

The main downside is the price 
- fitted wardrobes typically cost 
thousands of pounds from a spe¬ 
cialist company, although a carpen¬ 
ter will often make them for a lot 
less. 


2. If your bedroom already has 
fitted wardrobes but the doors 
belong to another decade, simply 
replace them with more up-to- 
date ones (as long as the ward¬ 
robe interiors are fine). 

It’s easy to get standard-sized 
or made-to-measure replacement 
wardrobe doors, especially if you 
plan on shopping online, giving 
you a great new look for a fraction 
of the price of new wardrobes. If 
you prefer an old fashioned make 
over method, you can get a carpen¬ 
ter to make new doors for you. 

3. In the kitchen, lack of storage 
can drive you to distraction. 

A larder is ideal, but may not be an 
option in a small kitchen, where 
it’s really important to have clever 
storage and a well-designed layout. 

Kitchen showrooms and DIY 
stores can offer ingenious ways of 
making more of the space, includ¬ 
ing pull-out worktops, pull-out 
shelves/racks in larder units, car¬ 
ousels so you can easily access the 
back of corner units, and tall wall 
units that provide extra storage in 


kitchens with higher ceilings. As 
with the second tip, there are even 
more kitchen storage options avail¬ 
able online. 

4. Away from the kitchen, there’s 
potential to create storage space 
all over the home. 

Ideas include turning an under¬ 
stairs space into a cupboard, win¬ 
dow seats with built-in storage, 
stairs that contain drawers, a van¬ 
ity unit for extra bathroom storage, 
and built-in bookshelves and cup¬ 
boards in alcoves; even a desk. 

With a bespoke home office, the 
space can be tailor-made for your 
computer, printer, files and more. 

5. Some of the best storage is, of 
course, your home’s loft. 

If you need to access it often, fit¬ 
ting a large loft hatch with a built- 
in ladder will make it much easier. 

You’ll also need to board the loft 
(if it’s not already boarded) before 
storing things up there. Use sheets 
of chipboard, or chipboard loft 
boards, which slot together. ‘Soft’ 
insulation (in rolls), such as miner¬ 


al wool, shouldn’t be compressed, 
though, so use loft legs to raise the 
floor level above the insulation - 
the recommended depth for min¬ 
eral wool is 27cm. Another option 
is to lay rolls of insulation between 
the joists, but rigid insulation over 


them and chipboard on top - some 
rigid insulation has a chipboard 
top layer. 

By following these handy tips, 
you will have effortlessly max¬ 
imised the storage space in your 
home.

HAPPY DAYS: There’s lots that can be done to make sure 
newborns get the best start in life 


A SHOCKING 15 babies a day 
die before, during or soon af¬ 
ter birth in the UK. Although 
some of these tragic deaths 
are unavoidable, many could 
be prevented. 

In addition, the UK has 
among the worst rates of ma¬ 
ternal death in the developed 
world. 

With such worrying figures, 
it’s easy to understand why 
Best Beginnings, a charity that 
works to give children the 
best start in life, has launched 
an educational campaign to 
help reduce stillbirths and 
neonatal and maternal deaths. 

The Our Chance campaign, 
which is run jointly with the 
stillbirth and neonatal death 
charity Sands, and supported 
by the model and presenter 
Abbey Clancy, aims to give 
mums-to-be advice about 
what to look out for during 
pregnancy that could indicate 
the health of the baby or the 
mother is at risk. 


“Pregnancy can be exciting 
or daunting, or even both at 
the same time,” says mother- 
of-two Clancy, “but at the end 
of it, our only hope is that 
we’ll be fine and, most im¬ 
portantly, we’ll have healthy 
babies. 

“Sadly, things don’t always 
go to plan, but the good news 
is, there’s so much we can do 
to reduce the risk of anything 
going wrong for us and for our 
babies.” 

Our Chance includes a se¬ 
ries of 25 short films and per¬ 
sonal stories told by women 
who’ve experienced problems 
in pregnancy or just after, 
ranging from the importance 
of going to antenatal classes, 
to the risks from smoking and 
drinking alcohol during preg¬ 
nancy. 

One of the women in the 
films is Shedenise, who gave 
up smoking when she got 
pregnant because of the risks 
to her unborn child, and an¬ 


other is Shareen, who had 
itchy hands during pregnan¬ 
cy which turned out to be a 
symptom of the dangerous 
liver condition Intrahepatic 
Cholestasis of Pregnancy 
(ICP), which can lead to pre¬ 
mature labour and stillbirth. 

An Our Chance survey 
found that key warning signs 
of ICP and other dangerous 
conditions like pre-eclampsia 
are likely to be ignored by 
pregnant women. 

Indeed, 47.9% of respond¬ 
ents thought sudden swelling 
of the ankles, hands and feet 
- pre-eclampsia symptoms - 
was common, and 42.5% be¬ 
lieved itchy hands and feet - a 
sign of ICP - was normal. 

In addition, the survey 
found 58% of women thought 
a watery vaginal discharge 
was common or fairly normal 
during pregnancy, and almost 
40% admitted they’d be un¬ 
likely to seek advice about it. 

Plus 28% of mothers-to-be 


think vaginal bleeding is com¬ 
mon during pregnancy, when 
actually it can be a warning 
sign of miscarriage. 

Alison Baum, chief execu¬ 
tive of Best Beginnings, says 
another key warning sign of 
potential pregnancy problems 
is reduced foetal movement. 

“There are some myths out 
there - some people believe 
babies move less in the latter 
stages of pregnancy, but that’s 
not true. Your baby shouldn’t 
reduce its movement towards 
the latter end of the pregnan¬ 
cy. 

“So if you think your baby’s 
moving less than normal, seek 
help. Don’t worry quietly at 
home, see your midwife or 
doctor.” 

The Our Chance Campaign 
maintains you shouldn’t ig¬ 
nore changes in the baby’s 
movements, signs of bleeding 
or watery discharge, swelling, 
excessive itchiness, blurred 
vision and severe headaches.

Solar farm set to generate 
f lm per year for council

POWER PANELS: The new solar farm near Triangle Farm in Soham 


A SOLAR farm scheme is set 
to generate more than £1 mil¬ 
lion a year for Cambridgeshire 
County Council. 

The council-owned 60-acre 
site near Triangle Farm in So¬ 
ham is now producing enough 
energy to power around 3,500 
homes. 

The site started generating 
electricity the week beginning 
December 18. 

Income from selling the elec¬ 
tricity will be used to fund the 
council’s frontline services. 
Long term, the authority is ex¬ 
pecting to make £1 million per 
annum from the scheme. 

The move is part of the coun¬ 
cil’s drive to find new ways of 
producing income and also 
helps provide renewable en¬ 
ergy at a time when the coun¬ 
ty has the fastest population 
growth in the country. 

The site is built, with co-op¬ 
eration from the tenant farmer, 
on Grade 3 agricultural land, 
putting it at the lower end of 
land quality in Cambridgesh¬ 
ire. 

It is intended to keep the pan¬ 
els in place for 25 years - but

that period could be extended. 

County councillor Steve 
Count, chairman of the gen¬ 
eral purposes committee, said: 
“This county council project is 
a great investment as it means 
we are producing renewable 
energy and income while re¬ 
ducing the need to either make 
cuts or ask our residents to 
make it up through taxes. 

“But this is just one example 
of what we are doing to make 
the best use of our assets. For 
example, through the Mobilis¬ 
ing Local Energy Investment 
project we have a commit¬ 
ment to invest £28 million in 
similar projects that help make 
schools and other public build¬ 
ings more energy efficient. This 
is not restricted to solar energy. 

“These measures not just 
save us money but our partners 
and schools so they can spend 
their limited budgets on help¬ 
ing the people of Cambridgesh¬ 
ire.”

A MONSTER CALLS (12A)

ADAPTED by Patrick Ness from his 
award-winning novel, A Monster Calls will 
strike a chord with anyone who has lost a 
loved one to terminal illness. 

"Most of us just get messily ever after... 
and that's all right," reflects one character 
in J.A. Bayona's haunting film, which 
witnesses the devastation of cancer 
through the eyes of a 13-year-old boy, 
who has yet to come to terms with the 
impending loss of a parent. 

Reclusive schoolboy Conor O'Malley 
(Lewis MacDougall) is in denial about the 
dark shadow of cancer hanging over his 
mother Lizzie (Felicity Jones). He silently 
soaks up physical abuse at school from 
bullying classmate Harry (James Melville), 
and seeks refuge in his vivid illustrations. 

As darkness falls and midnight strikes, 
the yew tree which stands guard over the 
nearby church magically comes to life and 
morphs into a gnarled creature (voiced by 
Liam Neeson). The behemoth visits Conor 
and promises to share three parables, 
asking only that Conor reveal his deepest 
nightmare in return. 

Meanwhile, Conor struggles to articulate 
his churning maelstrom of fears to his 
well-to-do grandmother (Sigourney Weaver) 
and estranged father (Toby Kebbell). 

A Monster Calls is an unforgettable start 
to the new year, crafted with love, 
tenderness and sensitivity. 

In the hands of another filmmaker, the 
teenage protagonist's inner turmoil could 
provide a road map to emotional 
manipulation via mawkish sentimentality. 

Spanish filmmaker Bayona, allows our 
tears to well gradually, rather than 
bludgeoning us into submission. 

Edinburgh-born relative newcomer 
Lewis MacDougall is mesmerising as the 
film's fulcrum, bearing his character's 
fractured heart with impressive maturity. 

Jones and Weaver offer sterling support, 
while impressive visual effects underline 
each haunting dramatic note. The 
catharsis of the final act is a thing of 
heartbreaking beauty. 

I gave in to juddering sobs, 
remembering the loss of my mother to the 
same monstrous disease. Some wounds 
never heal, nor should they, for they are 
an important reminder of the fragility of 
our precious existence.

Marion Cotillard has 
little chance to impress 
in an underwritten 
supporting role 


ASED on a video game 
series, Assassin's Creed 
is a dour time-travelling 
fantasy that swiftly 
somersaults into 
incomprehensible absurdity. 

We share the bewilderment of 
the lead character when he 
mumbles, "What the hell is 
going on?" 

If the three screenwriters have 
the answer, they don't let on for 
almost two hours of special 
effects-laden hack and slash, 
that ebbs and flows between 
present-day Madrid and 1492 
Andalucia. 

Director Justin Kurzel, who 
recently helmed attractive leads 
Michael Fassbender and Marion 
Cotillard in his tour-de-force 
reimagining of Macbeth, is 
powerless to make sense of the 
digitally augmented muddle. 

Battle sequences and 
protracted chases on foot, 
including daredevil leaps 
captured in slow motion, are 


ASSASSIN'S CREED (12A)

stylishly staged to the relentless 
drum beat of composer Jed 
Kurzel's score. 

For fans of interactive media, 
it's as grim and bloody as the 
12A certificate will allow. 

Unfortunately, like so many 
adaptations of video games, the 
film lacks the vicarious thrill 
of physically controlling a 
character and assuming 
personal responsibility for their 
fate. 

Voyeurism has rarely been so 
tiresome. 

A few hours after he is 
executed by lethal injection, 
Callum Lynch (Fassbender) 
wakes in a facility owned by 
biotechnology company 
Abstergo Industries, a front for 
the power-hungry Templar 
Order under the control of 
president Ellen Kaye (Charlotte 


Rampling). The convicted 
criminal learns he is the last in a 
long bloodline of valiant 
protectors - the Assassins - who 
have been at war with the 
Templars. 

The company's Machiavellian 
CEO, Alan Rikkin (Jeremy 
Irons), is searching for an 
ancient artefact called the Apple 
of Eden, which was hidden by 
Callum's 15th-century Spanish 
relative, Aguilar de Nerha. 

Using a device called the 
Animus, Rikkin and his scientist 
daughter Sofia (Cotillard) access 
genetic memories concealed in 
Callum's DNA to locate the 
missing artefact. 

"What you're about to see, 
hear and feel are the memories 
of your ancestor who's been 
dead for 500 years," whispers 
Sofia. Vivid snapshots of the past 
flash before Callum's eyes and 
he relives each punch and stab 
as if he were Aguilar, fighting 
alongside fellow Assassin Maria 


(Ariane Labed). 

Ricocheting back 
and forth in time, Callum 
realises he holds the power to 
his blood-spattered destiny. 

Assassin's Creed employs 
earthy and metallic colour 
palettes to create an immediate 
visual distinction between the 
two timeframes. 

Fassbender, credited as one of 
the film's producers, and 
Cotillard could deliver their 
lines in their sleep while 
Irons isn’t even afforded an 
opportunity to chew scenery. 

The plot makes little sense 
and there's no effort on the part 
of the script to tether the 
historical mumbo jumbo to a 
reality that non-game players 
can understand. 

Kurzel delivers the required 
big budget spectacle and neatly 
sets up further instalments, but 
if this opening salvo is a signal of 
intent, it's already game over for 
Callum and his kin.

Next year is looking promising for 
both fiction and non-fiction fans, as 
both new and established authors 
come to the fore. 

There'H be new novels from 
famous names, including Wilbur 
Smith, Bernard Cornwell and Jo 
Nesbo, as well as a raft of female 
fiction from Jane Fallon, Katie Fforde, 
Sophie Kinsella and Joanna Trollope. 

Celebrities entering the mix 
include Brooklyn Beckham, who is 
releasing his debut photography 
book What I See; a book on ageing 
called The Joy Of Big Knickers by 
Kate Garraway; and I Am

BRIGHT coloured cars can 
pay double dividends for 
motorists according to new 
research being flagged up 
by Honda. 

Apparently driving a car 
with a stand out paint job is 
not only safer but it can also 
make you feel happier. 

Researchers at Monash 
University in Melbourne, 
Australia, have found that 
orange cars are among the 
safest on the road. 

Other light or bright 
shades such as yellow, 
white and silver are also less 
likely to be involved in an 
accident while black and 
grey cars were considered 
less safe. 

Experts put the higher 
accident rate down to 
the cars being less visible, 
especially in poor weather 
or low light. 

That follows on from 
a study by psychologists 
who found there was a 
strong link between colours 
and personality - again 
highlighting orange and 
yellow as colours most 


popular with extroverts and 
satisfied people. 

The research contained 
on the psychology website 
verywell.com says that 
orange is a colour that 
brings to mind feelings of 
excitement, enthusiasm, 
and warmth, while yellow 
is cheery and warm and 
can even increase the 


metabolism.

Buy early in 2017 to beat 
tax hikes due this April 


A BOOM in car sales is on 
the cards for early 201 7 if 
buyers are to beat new car 
tax rules that will hike the cost 
of owning some of Britain's most 
popular cars from April. 

It's all because of changes 
which will see some models 
in bestselling ranges like the 
Ford Fiesta, Vauxhall Astra and 
Nissan Qashqai lose their current 
exemption from road tax. 

And signs are growing that 
many car buyers are bringing their 
purchase plans forward to try to 
beat the change. When recently 
asked in an online retail survey of 
1,000 motorists when they plan 
to buy their next car, the number 
saying it would be in the next 


three months had doubled since 
six months previously. 

Dozens of models that are 
currently exempt will start to 
attract £400 in tax charges over 
three years, when a new Treasury 
scheme comes into place on April 
1, affecting any new car registered 
after that date. 

But in the most extreme cases 
some buyers who choose a car 
which is currently tax exempt will 
be charged almost £1,000 over 
three years. 

Buyers of Britain's cheapest cars 
will also be targeted by the new 
system, which will increase tax 
bills by more than 900 per cent 
in some cases, compared to the 
current regime. 


If you spend £5,995 on Britain's 
cheapest car, a Dacia Sandero, 
you'll currently pay nothing in tax 
for the first year, and £30 every 
subsequent year. 

But the new car tax system will 
charge owners £160 for the first 
year and £140 every year after 
that, which is a 633 per cent 
increase. 

Some Volkswagen up! owners 
currently pay just £40 in tax over 
the first three years. Owners who 
buy one of those cars after April 
1 will pay £420 over the same 
period - a £950 per cent increase. 

"Anyone buying a car after 
April next year could be in for 
a massive shock," said Austin 
Collins, managing director of 


BuyaCar.co.uk. 

Retailers are already reporting 
that buyers are changing their 
cars early to ensure that they 
are delivered and on the road 
before April 1 next year. This will 
ensure that they are taxed under 
the current regime until they are 
scrapped. 

And dealerships have also 
seen a big rise in the number of 
people planning to change their 
car within the next three months 
- but it's possible that some will 
be unable to beat the change, 
thanks to the time it takes to 
receive a new car from the time it 
is ordered.

A LATE goal from Ash Walter 
ensured Ely City claimed a 
vital 5-4 win over Thurlow Nunn 
League, Premier Division rivals 
Walsham-le-Willows on Monday. 

The performance may not have 
been the perfect way to start 2017, 
with defensive mistakes aplenty, 
but the result most certainly was. 

And for manager Brady Stone, 
that was all that mattered. 

“It was a crazy game but three 
important points,” he said. 

“I’m delighted with the win. At 
the end of the season the record 
won’t show that we won 5-4, just 
that we won.

the hour. 

It was not long before 
Walsham hit back and equalised, 
and they went 4-3 in front with 
20 minutes to go after another 
defensive lapse. 

But Kelvin Enaro scored in the 
80th minute to make it 4-4 and 
three minutes later Walter scored 
his second following a corner to 
clinch victory. 

A goal-line clearance from 
42-year-old substitute Cambridge 
preserved the lead. 

“Adie has settled in really well,” 
added Stone. 

“His experience is massive for 
us. He came on when it was 3-3 
and his leadership and talking to 
players was really good. He’s set¬ 
tled into the club straight away.” 

Soham Town Rangers lost 2-1 
to 10-man Norwich United in the 
Ryman League, North Division. 

Soham included new signing 
jonny Hall in their starting line¬ 
up as Luke Brown put the Greens 
in front from the penalty spot in 
the 33rd minute. 

It remained 1-0 at the interval, 
and Norwich had a player sent off 
at the start of the second half. 

But the hosts equalised with 
just over 20 minutes left, and 
a second goal followed four 
minutes later, with Soham unable 
to get back on terms.
